national safety there is only ‘one’ 


standard, the number of - aeroplanes, 
military and civil, that a country pos- 
sesses.' A nation might have the 
most powerful fleet the world has 
ever seen, a ;multitudinous army, but 
if the air above its territory remains 
open to enemy attack it. will lose any 
gar in which # engages. The heads 
og our army and navy still cling to 
the threads of tradition and sentiment 
with brains that have become ossi- 
fied they cannot grasp the fact that 
the -whole’ basis of mational defence 
has changed. These relics of medae- 
val times still cling te their cavalry 
regiments with lance and sabre, their 
Jong columng of horse and. mule trans- 
port that a few gas bombs would re- 
due to earrion. It is perhaps natural 
that they keep their eyes shut to 
the faet that the air is the senior 
service of today, and until we scrap 
our out-of-date armaments and admit 
the paramount claims of air defence 
we shall remain at the mercy of the 
first aggressor. Warships today are 
simply death-traps. The navy knows 
that its next adversary will not. be 
another fleet but swarms of torpedo- 
carrying aeroplanes, even submarines 
are plainly visible under water to the 
airman, and can be sunk by depth 
charges dropped besides them. As 
for military camps and arsenals they 
would be as helpless as the centre of 
civilian population against aircraft 
that would continually harrass them.- 
The air is the broadest,of all possible 
roads to the heart of any country ,if 
we had had at the Dardenelles 24 
aeroplanes capable of bombing Con- 
stantinople there would have been no 
need to land 470,000 men (most of 
whom were killed) on the Gallipoli 
Peninsula. The government must 
completely reverse its perspective as 
ec armaments: the big battalions of 
the future will be marshalled in the 
air. 

While we are clinging to old trad- 
ition, other nations are adapting 
themselves to new conditions. Ger- 
many is using her commercial air 
lines as a training school for pilots 
and is six times the strength “of the 
French army. 


_.Air~power cannot be_ improvised 
when a crisis comes. Under the most 
favorable conditions it takes three 
years to build and man an air fleet 
adequate for our defence.

Faced at such a time with a pictorial. review of all the activity, the 
excitemént, the new experiences and thrills, and the adventure inseparable 
from war, is there not grave danger taat, instead of shocking our youth 
with the horrors and sufferings of war, we may not actually develop in the 
minds’ of many the thought that they would not be averse to undergoing 


the hardships, sufferings and possible deata inseparable from war in order | 
to substitute for their present routine of idlenes the experiences, excite- | 


ments and adventures of war. : 

‘In all of-us there is a longing for adventure. We all desire to: visit 
foreign lands, to see and experience something new and different. Down 
through the centuries, and probably never more so than in this present age, 
men,—even women,—enjoy speed, action, thrills. Danger means notaing in 
these days to people desirous of establishing some new record; people are 
ready. to risk their lives in almost every conceivable kind of an enterprise. 

Is it wise, therefore, no matter how laudable the object sought to be 
served, to present to the youth of Canada at a time when, temporarily ‘at 
least, thousands of young men in their late teens and early twenties are at 
loose ends, wit nothing to do, daily-instalments-of a pictorial history of the 


greatest war of all times. showing what their fathers and elder brothers’ 


experienced of action and adventure as well as of suffering and death. 

There is.no glory in war; there is no gain in war. Victor suffers almost 
as greatly as the vanguished. The last.Great' War has surely impressed 
that fact upon the nations. And the aftermath of war, the enormous finan- 
cial and economic destruction and loss which inevitably follows all wars, 
brings sorrows, sufferings and ever accumulating losses almost as great 
as the toll of war itself; Indeed, war instead of solving problems only cre- 
ates new and even greater ones, leading inevitably to another war. That 
ig the basic cause of the unprecedented length of the present depression, 
because the apparent inevitability of another world war prevents any return 
of confidence; rather every person .and every nation is planning and pre- 
paring for themselves in the light of what may happen and the happening 
of which is beyond their own control. 

The Canadian people do not want war. If the other nations of the 
. world spent no more money or thought on armaments and preparation for 
war than Canada does, there would be little danger of another war affi:ct- 
ing this old world. The Canadian people are opposed to war, and are de- 
sirous of doing everything they can to prevent it. The question is: Are 
we going about our educational work of prevention in the right way? 
Rather, is there not a considerable degree of danger that, quite unintention- 
ally, we are creating an impression in certain quarters that, after all, 
another war might not be wholly undesirable.

Grains for Dairy Cattle 


Geo. W. Muir, Dominion ‘Animal 
Husbandman, sends the following in- 


teresting article on feeding coarse}: 


grains to cattle: _ 

With the present low prices for 
milk and milk products, the dairy 
farmer has to rely to a very large 
extent upon home-grown grains for 
his dairy cattle. ‘Fortunately, the 


excellent for this purpose. Ground 
oats have always been recognized 
as a suitable feed for dairy cattle. 
They are nutritioys, light and bulky, 
carrying considerable fibre, it is-true, 
but the dairy cow is admirably ad- 
apted to utilizing fibre. Oats are the 
richest in protein of any of our coarse 
grains and as such ‘make an ideal base 
a meal ratiori, of which they 
may form up to forty-five per cent. 
Barley has not usually ‘been con- 
sidered a desirable dairy cow feed by 
Canadian feeders, largely because it 
has not been used for this purpose 
to any great extent. Barley is fair- 
ly high in protein, considerably low- 
er than oats in fibre and rich in tot- 
al digestible nutrients, so that it goes 
well with oats and may form up to 
thirty per cent of the ration. It is 
particularly useful in the ration. in 
keeping heavy milking cows in: flesh.
